San Francisco, Octl 16.—News of 
the first engagement

The night watchirum ¿aw two men

They were at the opposite 
end of the 1,000 foot span and ran 
when ordered to aalt. 
The watch­ 
man hurried across the bridge, firing 
several shots, which were returned. 
After the pulr had escaped' in 
the 
darltness, the watchman returned to 
the bridge and began an investiga­ 
tion. 
Near the center of the s|>an, 
lodged on one of the support« 
of 
the viaduct, 
lie 
found 
thirty-six 
sticks of dynamite with a ten foot 
fuse attached to one of the sticks. 
He left the find untouched, going 
immediately to Santa Barbara 
and 
notifying the officials.

moved the dynamite.

Chicago, Oct. 16.—At the 
con­ 
clusion of an all day examination by 
the Lorlmer investigating committee 
of the United States senate to day, 
former State Representativo William 
C. Blair of Mt. Vernon was ordered 
to go to his homo and secure all ac­ 
counts, papers and records bearing 
upon hia financial affairs for the 
yeár 1909, 


Senator Dillingham, chairman of 
the senatorial 
committee, 
directed 
Blair to produce these papers 
in 
Chicago and be ready to resume the 
witness stand next Monday, 
A('knouie<h;os Meeting 
Blair was tiie only witness before 
the committee to day. His testimony 
at times was contradictory and he 
was forced to withdraw statements 
which he made on the stand last 
week. 
,Tust after the witness testi- 
lied 
to 
day that he 
was in Ml. 
Vernon on that date, a hotel register 
was introduced to show that Blair 
was in Olney, III., on July 19, 1909. 
Finally he was forced to admit that 
he had seen former State Represent­ 
ative 
Thomari Tlppit at O'.i.ey 
;it 
this time, whereas previously he had 
testified several times that he had 
not met Tipplt on or near this date. 


Blair was interrogated by Attor­ 
ney Healy in connection with the ball 
game episode at Centralla, 111., in 
August, 1909, when it was charged 
he exhibited eleven $100 bills in ad­ 
dition to other money.
